With but a few minor details to be seen to, the new pride of the U. S. Navy i« straining at the leach in the 
huge construction hangar at Akron, O., as the day when she will officially receive her nance draws near. The 
gigantic craft, which i* at present identified by the (cumber ZRS-5, will, on March 11, formally assume her 
name U. S. S. Macon and, after a few tests have beer, completed, become a member of the U. S. Navy in 
good standing. Slightly larger than her sister, the A.krcn, the Macon boasts many new features lacking ia 
the former. She is as nearly fire-proof as burr,.-::. i<ige<iu:ty c^c make her and carries in addition to her own 
light armament a brood of fighting planes which she car release and pick up while in full flight. The Macon 
will be commanded by Commander A'ger.H. Dresel, a typical deep-sea sailor with twenty-eight years' ser- 
vice behind him. Commander Dresel formerly served aboard the Los Angeles and the Akron. The new ship 
is powered with four Maybach engines, each capable of generating 600-horsepower. Her average cruising 
will approximate 50 knots an hour, and a radius 10,500 miles may be flown without refueling. By reduc- 


ing the cruising speed, this radius may be increased*

hoarders three days to place fold 
back in circulation or be subject- 
to possible anti-hoarder publicity 


A second, telegram requested the 


names of all those who withdrew 
gold before Feb. 1 and failed to 
redeposit it.
